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INTRODUCTION 

This  document  constitutes  the  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  on  grazing  management  in  the 
Billings  Resource  Area.  Furthermore,  this  RPS  sets  the  course  of  action  for  the  grazing  management 
Program  as  analyzed  in  the  Billings  RMP. 


BACKGROUND 

The  Billings  RMP  was  written  in  response  to  litigation  against  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  by 
the  Natural  Resources  Defense  Council,  in  compliance  with  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act 
of  1969  and  the  Council  on  Environmental  Quality  regulations. 

In  preparation  for  this  effort,  a limited  inventory  was  conducted  on  the  major  blocks  of  BLM  land.  The 
primary  components  of  this  inventory  included  the  updating  and  refinement  of  available  soils 
information,  assessment  of  range  condition,  the  identification  of  problem  areas  and  opportunities  for 
improvement.  This  inventory  enabled  the  BLM  to  implement  the  Grazing  Management  Policy  which 
involves  classifying  allotments  into  selective  management  categories  which  are  used  to  focus  atten- 
tion on  the  areas  of  highest  concern.  Those  allotments  currently  in  unsatisfactory  condition  or  with 
significant  resource  conflicts  with  good  potential  for  improvement  are  classified  as  Improve  or  I 
allotments.  Those  allotments  currently  in  satisfactory  condition,  or  where  current  management  is 
such  that  conditions  are  significantly  improving,  are  classified  as  “M”  or  Maintain  allotments. 
Allotments  that  have  extremely  low  potential  or  consist  of  small  isolated  tracts  are  in  the  “C  or 
Custodial  category. 

Four  alternative  courses  of  action  were  analyzed  in  the  RMP  and  from  these  a proposed  action  was 
formulated.  In  respect  to  grazing  management,  the  Proposed  Action  Alternative  is  the  same  as  the 
High  Level  Management  Alternative. 

Continuation  of  Existing  Management  — The  Continuation  of  Existing  Management  Alternative 
would  maintain  present  management  direction  to  resolve  issues,  while  responding  to  the  require- 
ments of  new  regulations  and  changing  policies.  This  is  to  be  considered  a “No  Action  alternative. 
Resource  development  and  other  activities  would  remain  static.  Current  livestock  authorizations 
would  not  change  in  the  short  term  and  range  improvements  would  be  installed  at  a rate  relative  to  the 
current  funding  level.  No  vegetative  manipulation  would  be  done. 

Low  Level  Management  — The  Low  Level  Management  Alternative  refers  to  a lower  level  of  man- 
agement and  involvement  than  in  the  Continuation  of  Existing  or  High  Level  Management  Alterna- 
tives. Depending  on  the  specific  issue,  this  alternative  would  mean  fewer  environmental  restrictions 
on  range  developments  or  a lesser  degree  of  protection  and  enhancement  of  resource  values.  This 
alternative  would  result  in  greater  resource  exploitation  and  development. 

The  resource  condition  objectives  for  this  alternative  are:  (1)  for  the  “I”  allotments,  stabilize  or 
improve  range  condition  by  reducing  the  level  of  livestock  use  (to  manage  the  rangelands  with  the 
least  possible  costs  in  personnel  and  range  improvements);  (2)  maintain  the  current  satisfactory 
conditions  on  “M”  allotments;  and  (3)  manage  the  “C”  allotments  custodially.  Livestock  authoriza- 
tions would  be  reduced  by  20%  in  the  “I”  allotments,  and  no  new  range  improvements  would  be 
installed. 

High  Level  Management  — The  High  Level  Management  Alternative  refers  to  a higher  level  of  BLM 
management  and  involvement  than  the  Continuation  of  Existing  or  Low  Level  Management  Alter- 
natives. Depending  on  the  specific  issue,  high  level  means  more  restrictions  on  development  and 
would  provide  a greater  degree  of  protection  and  enhancement  of  resource  values.  The  proposed 
livestock  allocation  will  continue  in  the  short  term,  but  there  could  eventually  be  an  increase  in  AUMs 
resulting  from  vegetative  manipulations,  installation  of  range  improvements,  and  implementation  of 
grazing  systems. 


RATIONALE  FOR  SELECTION  OF  THIS  PROPOSED  ACTION 

The  proposed  action,  which  is  the  same  as  the  High  Level  Management  Alternative  for  the  range 
program,  was  selected  to  achieve  the  resource  area’s  range  management  goals  in  a reasonable  period 
of  time  with  acceptable  environmental  impacts. 
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The  rate  and  amount  of  investment  in  terms  of  manpower  and  dollars  under  the  Existing  Manage- 
ment Alternative  would  not  achieve  a desirable  rate  of  improvement  in  the  “I”  category  allotments, 
nor  would  it  address  allotment  problems  in  a reasonable  time  period. 

The  Low  Level  Management  Alternative  would  not  result  in  any  positive  actions  to  address  range 
management  or  range  condition  problems.  In  addition,  proposed  livestock  reductions  would  not  result 
in  an  acceptable  rate  of  improvement  in  problem  areas  such  as  normal  concentration  areas  in  draw 
bottoms  and  around  existing  water  sources.  Range  conditions  would  deteriorate  in  the  long  term.  This 
alternative  would  increase  the  number  of  allotments  in  the  “I”  category  over  the  long  term  with  very 
little  being  done  to  improve  these  specific  allotments. 


SETTING 

Public  participation  was  solicited  during  development  of  the  Draft  RMP  to  identify  the  issues  the 
public  wanted  considered.  Over  1,000  copies  of  the  Draft  RMP  were  mailed  to  federal,  state,  and  local 
governments,  private  groups,  organizations,  and  individuals  for  review  and  comment.  All  of  these 
comments  were  responded  to  in  the  Final  RMP. 

Table  1 summarizes  the  livestock  grazing  situation  in  the  Billings  Resource  Area.

As  a multiple-use  agency,  the  BLM  is  mandated  to  consider  all  resources  and  legitimate  user  con- 
cerns. Livestock  grazing  interacts  with  many  other  resources,  both  competitively  as  well  as  compli- 
mentary. 


THE  RANGELAND  MANAGEMENT  PROGRAM  - WHAT  IT  IS 

Introduction 

The  primary  function  of  this  program  is  to  define  the  authorized  use  of  the  public  lands  by  livestock. 
This  includes  the  kinds,  numbers,  periods,  and  other  stipulations  under  which  the  range  user  agrees 
to  operate.  These  authorizations  are  established  through  historic  use,  inventory  data,  consultation 
with  the  range  user,  and  coordination  with  other  disciplines  to  ensure  the  BLM’s  multiple  use 
mandates  and  policies  are  being  complied  with.  Additionally,  it  directs  the  expenditure  of  funds  for 
the  installation  of  range  improvements  on  public  lands. 


Management  Aspects 

Management  objectives  are  established  by  category,  assigned  to  an  allotment,  and  designed  to  direct 
the  amount  and  intensity  of  management  for  that  allotment.  The  resource  objective  for  improve  “I” 
allotments  is  to  improve  poor  and  fair  range  condition  to  good  range  condition  through  implementa- 
tion of  improved  grazing  management  and  vegetative  manipulation  practices.  Because  of  topog- 
raphy , soil  limitations  and  wildlife  habitat  concerns,  it  is  not  feasible  to  strive  for  100%  improvement 
on  all  poor  and  fair  condition  range.  As  a general  guide,  allotment  management  plans  (AMPs) 
developed  under  this  alternative  will  be  designed  to  achieve  80%  good  condition  on  key  livestock  use 
areas  (key  areas  being  defined  as  drainage  bottoms  and  flatter  areas  that  normally  receive  at  least 
moderate  use  and  have  the  capability  to  respond  to  grazing  treatments  or  vegetative  manipulation 
practices). 

The  objective  for  “M”  allotments,  where  it  is  economically  advantageous  to  do  so,  will  be  to  improve 
range  condition  and  increase  forage  production  through  vegetative  manipulation  and  prescribed 
grazing  treatments  while  maintaining  current  satisfactory  condition  on  the  remaining  “M”  allot- 
ments. 
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The  objective  for  most  “C”  allotments  will  be  to  continue  custodial  management.  However,  the 
Gravelly,  Petroglyph,  Gyp  Springs,  and  Bluewash  allotments  will  be  monitored  at  a level  to  ensure 
resource  conditions  are  not  deteriorating.  These  four  allotments  have  substantial  amounts  of  public 
land  as  compared  to  the  majority  of  “C”  allotments,  but  are  in  an  area  with  low  production  capability. 


The  Program 

Rangeland  management  actions  can  be  grouped  into  four  major  categories:  forage  allocation,  graz- 
ing treatments  and  systems,  structural  range  improvements,  and  non-structural  improvements 
(vegetative  treatments). 

Allocation 

In  this  program  62,437  animal  unit  month  (AUM)  authorizations  to  333  operators  will  continue  in  the 
short  term.  Any  reductions  in  livestock  use  will  generally  be  phased  in  over  a 5 year  period,  according 
to  BLM  grazing  regulations  where  substantiated  by  monitoring  and  consultation. 

The  analysis  in  the  RMP  Preferred  Alternative  projected  a 10,711  AUM  increase  available  to  live- 
stock. This  was  under  the  assumption  that  all  proposed  range  improvements,  land  treatments  and 
grazing  systems  would  be  completed  and  implemented.  This  AUM  figure  takes  into  consideration  the 
requirements  of  consumptive  and  nonconsumptive  users,  and  an  appropriate  allocation  was  reserved 
for  these  resources.  Appendix  1 displays  the  current  allocation  by  allotment.  Any  adjustment,  either 
upward  or  downward,  will  be  substantiated  through  monitoring  and  allocated  in  accordance  with 
Bureau  policy  (see  What  It  Does,  Livestock  Forage). 

Grazing  Treatments  and  Systems 

Sixteen  new  AMPs  will  be  developed  on  “I”  category  allotments  and  seven  existing  AMPs  in  the  “I” 
category  will  be  revised.  Allotment-specific  objectives  will  be  developed  to  resolve  resource  conflicts 
and  improve  resource  conditions  on  these  “I”  allotments.  Grazing  systems  incorporating  rest  and/ or 
deferment  treatments  will  be  designed  to  achieve  these  objectives.  Current  grazing  systems  in  16  “M” 
category  existing  AMPs  will  be  continued.  Table  2 and  Appendix  2 display  the  grazing  management 
proposals  regarding  management  intensity  (AMP  vs  Non  AMP),  allotment  specific  concerns,  and 
range  improvements.

In  addition  to  typical  grazing  systems  such  as;  rest  rotation,  deferred  rotation,  and  deferred  grazing,  a 
new  grazing  technique  called  the  Savory  Grazing  Method  is  being  examined  as  a pilot  program  in  the 
resource  area.  This  method  employs  a time-controlled  grazing  concept  based  primarily  on  the  growth 
rates  of  plants.  There  is  considerable  interest  in  this  revolutionary  new  concept  and  there  is  currently 
one  ranch  in  this  area  with  a BLM  grazing  preference  that  is  implementing  this  method.  BLM  is 
involved  with  this  ranch  in  cooperation  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  Montana  State  Lands, 
Montana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  & Parks,  and  Montana  State  University.  This  is  a pilot  project 
and  has  been  designated  a Coordinated  Resource  Management  Plan  (CRMP). 
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Range  Improvements 
Overview 

Vegetative  manipulation  is  often  the  most  cost  effective  and  fastest  way  to  change  current  undesira- 
ble conditions.  Where  noxious  weeds  are  a problem,  manipulation  through  chemical  treatments  may 
be  the  only  viable  option  in  the  immediate  future.  Burning  is  the  only  method  proposed  for  the 
treatment  of  sagebrush  on  6,418  acres,  primarily  due  to  its  cost  effectiveness  versus  other  methods. 
This  figure  displays  those  acres  with  40%  or  more  canopy  coverage.  Actual  figures  will  vary  through 
development  of  the  allotment  specific  burn  plans  where  soil  and  wildlife  constraints  will  be  applied. 
Renovation  of  old  crested  wheatgrass  stands  is  proposed  on  160  acres.  Methods  of  renovation  will 
depend  on  the  objectives  to  be  achieved  in  the  allotment,  equipment  available  and  the  preference  of 
the  operator  based  on  his  experience. 

Achieving  the  resource  objectives  of  the  Billings  Resource  Management  Plan  is  dependent  upon 
receiving  sufficient  funding  to  complete  range  improvements  and  adequate  staffing  to  implement 
grazing  systems,  supervise  grazing  use  and  monitor  vegetative  changes.  A list  of  the  “I”  allotments, 
proposed  projects  and  ranking  is  displayed  in  Appendix  2.  Ranking  of  allotment  priority  is  based  on 
resource  condition  and  economic  analysis  of  project  proposals.  Ranking  is  subject  to  change  based  on 
changes  in  resource  conditions,  project  redesign,  or  private  contributions  by  individual  operators. 

Consistent  with  BLM  policy,  first  priority  for  rangeland  improvements  will  be  given  to  Improve  (I) 
category  allotments.  Range  improvements  in  the  Maintain  (M)  category  and  Custodial  (C)  category 
allotments  will  be  of  lower  priority,  except  where  operator  contributions  are  made  that  contribute  to 
better  management  or  improved  range  conditions.  Additionally,  funds  may  be  expended  to  protect 
other  resources  where  adversely  affected  by  livestock  grazing. 

The  BLM’s  Rangeland  Investment  Analysis  procedures  were  used  to  rank  allotments.  Factors  consid- 
ered in  this  ranking  analysis  include:  selective  management  category,  economics,  resource  values/ 
conflicts  and  local  coordination  requirements.  The  benefit/ cost  (B/C)  ratio  is  a numeric  indicator  of 
economic  efficiency.  The  B/C  ratio  presents  a proportion  of  benefits  to  costs  for  an  investment.  Ratios 
greater  than  1.0  indicate  that  benefits  from  reinvestment  outweigh  costs  of  investment  and  vice  versa 
for  ratios  less  than  1.0. 

Projects  in  wilderness  study  areas  will  be  governed  by  the  BLM’s  document  entitled  “Interim  Man- 
agement Policy  and  Guidelines  for  Lands  Under  Wilderness  Review”.  These  guidelines  will  be 
followed  until  Congress  has  determined  whether  an  area  will  or  will  not  be  designated  wilderness. 

Structural  Improvements 

Structural  improvements  will  include:  5 reservoirs,  14  wells,  3 spring  developments,  2.5  miles  of 
stockwater  pipelines,  2 water  catchments,  and  22.5  miles  of  fence.  Water  catchments,  although  costly, 
would  also  benefit  some  wildlife  species. 

Non-Structural  Improvements 

In  this  program,  6,418  acres  of  dense  big  sagebrush  will  be  burned  and  160  acres  of  crested  wheatgrass 
will  be  hayed  or  mechanically  treated  to  increase  forage  production,  improve  range  conditions  and 
reduce  erosion. 

A coordinated  noxious  weed  program  betweem  BLM,  local  weed  boards  and  landowners  will  be 
pursued.  The  amount  of  acreage  controlled  will  depend  on  the  cooperation  of  other  landowners  and 
weed  control  agencies.  An  accurate  inventory  of  infested  acres  is  needed.  Since  so  many  factors  are 
involved  that  limit  a meaningful  estimate  of  acreage  sprayed,  it  is  assumed  that  only  the  current 
control  program  (45  acres)  in  the  Paradise  Allotment  will  be  accomplished  in  the  short  term. 


RELATIONSHIP  OF  THIS  RANGELAND  MANAGEMENT 
PROGRAM  TO  THE  BILLINGS  RMP  PROPOSED  ACTION 

There  is  a significant  difference  between  the  proposed  range  improvement  program  shown  in  Appen- 
dix 2 and  those  included  as  part  of  the  Billings  RMP  Proposed  Action.  Due  to  the  shortened  timeframe 
for  completion  of  the  RMP,  it  was  impossible  to  achieve  the  level  of  consultation  with  the  operators 
needed  to  develop  a firm  allotment  development  plan.  Consequently,  many  of  the  project  proposals 
were  determined  on  estimates  based  on  personal  knowledge  of  an  allotment  by  BLM  personnel. 
Changes  are  the  result  of  consultation  with  the  operators,  updated  inventory  data,  project  elimination 
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or  modification  based  on  an  updated  Rangeland  Investment  Analysis,  and  implementation  of  the 
selective  management  policy.  The  final  RPS  figures  displayed  in  Appendix  2 may  also  change  when 
an  allotment  development  plan  is  adopted. 

Subsequent  inventories  on  the  Limestone  and  Railroad  allotments  indicated  that  the  actual  percent 
of  good  and  excellent  condition  range  was  considerably  higher  than  what  was  displayed  in  the  Final 
RMP/EIS. 

Appendix  3 displays  the  comparison  of  proposed  range  improvements  in  the  RPS  versus  the  Final 
RMP/EIS  proposals. 


THE  RANGELAND  PROGRAM  - WHAT  IT  DOES 

This  program  enables  BLM  to  meet  the  multiple  use  mandates  and  agency  mission  spelled  out  in  the 
Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act  (FLPMA  1976),  the  Public  Rangeland  Improvement  Act 
(PRIA  1978),  and  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  (NEPA  1969).  The  following  discussion 
summarizes  the  effects  of  the  proposed  rangeland  management  program.  The  assumptions  and 
methodology  used  to  analyze  the  environmental  impacts  are  found  in  Chapter  4 — Environmental 
Consequences  section  of  the  Billings  Final  RMP/EIS. 

Range  Condition  — Grazing  systems  and  vegetative  manipulations  are  designed  to  maintain  or 
change  ecological  conditions  to  benefit  livestock,  wildlife  and  watershed.  The  long  term  (25  years) 
effect  of  improving  ecological  range  conditions  is  increasing  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  vegeta- 
tion produced. 

Livestock  Forage  — The  current  level  of  livestock  use  was  established  and  adjudicated  in  the  late 
1960’s.  In  preparation  for  the  recently  completed  RMP,  288,727  acres  were  inventoried  to  determine 
soils,  range  sites  and  ecological  range  condition.  Using  this  base  data  and  the  SCS  stocking  rate 
guides,  a current  and  potential  production  level  was  determined.  In  nearly  all  cases  it  was  found  that 
the  adjudicated  preference  was  an  acceptable  level.  However,  there  were  some  allotments  where  the 
inventory  indicated  there  may  not  be  an  adequate  amount  of  forage  produced  to  satisfy  the  grazing 
preference  (see  Appendix  2,  Carrying  Capacity).  These  allotments  were  placed  in  the  “I”  category  and 
will  be  monitored  to  determine  a proper  stocking  level.  Conversely,  those  allotments  showing  addi- 
tional forage  produced  through  improved  grazing  management  or  vegetative  manipulation  will  also 
be  monitored  to  establish  the  stability  of  this  production.  Bureau  policy  requires  5 years  of  rangeland 
monitoring  data  substantiating  the  initial  inventory  before  making  permanent  adjustments  in 
livestock  use.  In  the  absence  of  sufficient  rangeland  monitoring  data  to  justify  a change  in  the  short 
term  (8  years)  allocation  to  livestock  will  be  the  same  as  the  adjudicated  resource  area  preference  of 
62,437  AUMs. 

Wildlife  Habitat  — The  revision  of  old  Allotment  Management  Plans  (AMPs)  or  the  implementation 
of  new  AMPs  will  consider  input  from  a wildlife  biologist  and  will  contain  quantifiable  objectives 
pertaining  to  the  particular  species  of  concern.  Vegetative  manipulations  such  as  sagebrush  burning 
will  include  consultation  with  the  Montana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  and  BLM  staff 
biologists  to  ensure  the  treatment  will  not  pose  undue  hardship  to  the  species  of  concern.  Additionally, 
wildlife  concerns  will  be  considered  in  the  development  of  burn  plans  to  enhance  wildlife  habitat. 
Development  of  additional  water  sources  can  expand  wildlife  habitat  as  well  as  specifically  providing 
additional  waterfowl  habitat. 

Soil  and  Watershed  Condition  — Long  term  erosion  will  be  associated  with  certain  range  develop- 
ments including  spring  developments,  wells  and  stock  tanks.  Because  these  structures  are  permanent 
and  related  to  water,  there  would  be  constant  use  in  these  areas.  These  localized  areas  would  be 
severely  trampled  with  very  little  vegetation  in  the  immediate  area.  The  density  of  vegetation  would 
improve  with  distance  .from  these  structures  and  the  erosion  that  would  occur  from  these  areas  is  far 
outweighed  by  improved  livestock  distribution.  Controlling  dense  stands  of  sagebrush  (40%  plus 
canopy)  and  the  subsequent  establishment  of  desirable  grasses  and  forbs  will  improve  watershed 
conditions  on  these  sites. 

Cultural  Resources  — Conflicts  with  cultural  resources  may  arise  during  installation  of  range 
improvements  and  implementation  of  grazing  systems.  In  the  event  a significant  cultural  site  is 
discovered  during  this  process,  the  improvement  will  preferably  be  relocated.  If  this  is  not  possible  or 
feasible,  BLM  has  agreed  to  consult  with  the  Montana  State  Historical  Preservation  Officer  and  the 
Advisory  Council  on  Historical  Preservation  to  resolve  this  conflict. 
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Social  and  Economic  Conditions  — Ranches  holding  a BLM  grazing  preference  in  this  resource  area 
are  primarily  cow/ calf  type  operations.  There  are  333  operators  and  62,437  active  animal  unit  months 
(AUMs)  authorized  in  the  resource  area.  Most  of  these  AUMs  are  in  Carbon,  Yellowstone  and 
Musselshell  Counties.  The  total  numbers  of  livestock  authorized  include  57,781  cattle,  22,388  sheep 
and  133  domestic  horses.  These  figures  indicate  the  amount  of  livestock  dependent  on  public  lands  at 
some  time  during  the  year.  Livestock  productivity  varies  widely  within  the  resource  area  depending 
on  the  management  program  of  the  operator,  breeds  used,  and  range  conditions.  Since  no  adjust- 
ments are  proposed  in  the  short  term,  there  will  be  no  impact  to  permit  values.  Increased  forage 
production  allocated  for  livestock  will  benefit  ranch  incomes  and  permit  values  in  the  long  term, 
however.  Additionally,  local  contractors  and  their  communities  would  benefit  from  the  contracted 
installation  of  range  developments. 

The  demand  for  currently  allocated  forage  appears  to  be  relatively  stable.  Additional  demand  seems 
to  follow  cattle  price  cycles,  increasing  when  prices  are  up  and  vice  versa.  At  the  time  of  adjudication 
in  the  1960’s,  those  AUMs  of  priority  in  excess  of  the  surveyed  capacity  were  held  in  suspended- 
nonuse.  There  are  7,785  AUMs  currently  carried  as  suspended-nonuse  which  could  be  activated  to 
active  use  when  range  conditions  improve. 


HOW  THE  RANGELAND  MANAGEMENT  DECISION 
WILL  BE  IMPLEMENTED 

Administrative  Actions 

Release  of  this  Billings  Rangeland  Program  Summary  serves  as  public  notice  of  the  range  manage- 
ment program. 

Limited  consultation  with  permittees  was  initiated  in  1984.  This  is  an  ongoing  process  and  consulta- 
tion and  coordination  with  the  affected  range  users  and  other  interested  parties  is  very  important  in 
the  development  of  allotment  management  plans  and  allotment  agreements. 

Since  there  are  no  adjustments  in  the  current  authorized  use  during  the  short  term,  no  grazing 
decisions  will  be  issued  at  this  time  (see  the  Future  Adjustments  section). 

Range  Improvements 

Installation  of  the  proposed  rangeland  facilities  will  begin  in  a limited  way  in  fiscal  year  1984  and 
continue  as  funds  are  available.  BLM’s  range  management  and  improvement  programs  are  funded 
through  congressional  appropriations  and  one-half  of  the  grazing  fees  collected.  The  actual  amount 
allocated  normally  fluctuates  annually. 


HOW  THE  RANGELAND  MANAGEMENT  PLAN 
WILL  BE  MONITORED 

Resource  Monitoring  and  Evaluation 

The  Billings  Resource  Area  Rangeland  Monitoring  and  Evaluation  Plan  will  be  completed  by 
9/ 30/ 84.  This  plan  will  identify  the  monitoring  design  and  procedures  to  be  used  and  the  type  of  data 
to  be  collected.  The  plan  will  also  identify  existing  studies  and  where  new  studies  will  be  established. 

As  allotment  specific  objectives  are  developed  and  AMPs  are  implemented,  allotment  monitoring 
plans  will  be  developed  as  a part  of  AMP  implementation.  Allotment  specific  monitoring  plans  will 
identify  and  quantify  objectives  for  range  condition,  trend,  utilization  levels  and  provide  for  the 
collection  of  actual  livestock  use  data. 

Management  elements  to  be  monitored  are  displayed  in  Appendix  4. 
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FUTURE  ADJUSTMENTS  BASED  ON  MONITORING 


Allotments  that  were  targeted  for  adjustment  in  current  authorized  use  will  be  monitored  to  better 
gauge  proper  grazing  capacity.  Available  range  survey  information  will  be  used  as  an  initial  basis  for 
evaluation.  Reductions  or  increases  will  be  based  on  more  detailed  data,  consultation,  and/or 
monitoring  of  actual  use  and  utilization.  Other  adjustments  needed  in  grazing  management  such  as 
changes  in  the  season  of  use,  class  of  livestock,  and  areas  of  livestock  use  will  be  developed  through 
consultation  of  affected  parties  and  rangeland  monitoring. 


LAND  TENURE  ADJUSTMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Billings  Final  RMP/EIS  recommended  adjustment  of  lands  in  the  Billings  Resource  Area  for 
recreation,  public  access,  wildlife  habitat,  and  to  improve  efficiency  and  cost  effectiveness  of  man- 
agement. Small  isolated  tracts  of  public  land  having  little  public  value  will  be  utilized  as  trading  stock 
in  these  adjustments.  These  land  tenure  adjustments  will  affect  operators  by  possibly  reducing  their 
adjudicated  grazing  preference.  However,  operators  will  be  given  a minimum  two  year  notice  prior  to 
any  disposal  action.  They  will  further  be  allowed  a 45  day  comment  period  prior  to  any  land  action  in 
which  to  comment  on  the  proposed  action. 


PERIODIC  PROGRESS  REPORTS 

As  this  rangeland  management  program  is  implemented,  a record  of  progress  will  be  maintained  and 
specific  program  details  will  be  outlined  in  periodic  updates  of  this  RPS.  These  updates  will  include 
necessary  program  changes,  monitoring  results,  range  improvement  progress,  improvement  efforts 
made  by  permittees  and  management  system  information. 

This  record  of  progress  will  be  reflected  in  future  RPS  updates  that  will  be  distributed  for  public 
information  and  comment.
